Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Applicant initiated interview to discuss examiner position in the last Office action. Both parties worked together to 
specifically define the meaning of several terms used in the claimed invention, including a "central server" which is 
intended to describe a software process running on associated hardware which stores information available to other 
network devices, and a "proxy server" relating to a distinct, intermediary device, resident on the network between the 
central server process and the client requesting process which acts on behalf of the client process. Applicant 
attempted to distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art as applied by discerning a difference between a 
network transport connection as claimed (and clarified by the proposed amendments) and the direct "bus" connection 
disclosed by Ong between storage (12) and media server (10). It was noted that the overall functionality of the Ong 
teachings was very similar to the operation of the claimed functionality, and the transport mechanism to transfer 
information from the storage unit to the media server is transparent to the functionality of the system as a whole. That 
is, the intended reduction of bitrate transmission of the central server to the proxy server as claimed is directly parallel 
to the reduction of information transfer from the data storage (12) to the media server (10). The current breadth of the 
claimed invention allows multiple interpretations which may not be commensurate with the disclosed specification 
which is leading to miscommunication. Thus, further detailing of the invention elements was suggested to clarify the 
functionality and structure of the claimed invention. Some dependent claims (claims 5 and 7) were isolated and 
discussed to further describe the intended claim coverage by providing sufficient details in an attempt to clearly 
distinguish over the prior art of record. Examiner encouraged further interviewing/meetings in order to advance 
prosecution of the case prior to the official filing of a response.
